The announcement this week by Provincial Minister of 
Health and Social Development that his department is 
going to increase welfare payments on the first of the 
year, raises some questions in the minds of many 
Albertans, 


Nobody wants families in need to suffer - and there are 
many such families in this rich province, Facing the 
present rampant inflation these families, on or near the 
poverty line cammot-afford either adequate nutrition of 
adequate housing accommodation, 


But the average working taxnayer does not have to look 
around very far to observe that people who don’t see 
any reason to go to work have a pretty soft touch under 
welfare programs at three levels of government, There 
are quite a number of ways to con the welfare depart- 
ments and unfortunately, quite a number of people ready 
to do it, 


A young man sits tight while his girl friend, with young- 
ster, persuades the welfare department to apply for an 
apartment from $150 and up, Then he movesin, H- has a 
job, With no rent to pay and help on the food bills he 
can afford his $200 monthly payment on a late model 
sports car, with money left over for regular nights out 
on the town with his girl friend, 


Various programs of government assistance also look 
after young single people who get bored working, When 
they have put in enough time to qualify for Unemploy- 
ment Insurance, and saved some money, back they come 
from up north or such construction project which pays a 
healthy rate per hour, Time to collect $100 a week or so 
and have a holiday, Young people who are working won't 
name names, but they are fully aware of what is going on, 


Business and industry managers are expressing their 
very serious concern about shortage of both skilled and 
unskilled workers, It would appear that if the alternative 
of the $100 week assistance was not available, the pro- 
blem of labour shortages would be alleviated, 


A source considered thoroughly reliable has reported 
actual cases of people on welfare holidaying abroad, 


Small businessmen = who provide 60 per cent of the jobs 
in Alberta, plus a healthy tax percentage to governments, 
are also in a position where reliable help is difficult to 
get and to keep, If they suffer reverses or go out of 
business, nobody in Social Development departments is 
going to worry very much, but starting in January, these 
business people will have to hand over an even bigger 
slice tc the Unemployment Commission, 


It would be interesting to know how much saving could be 
realized if all the people getting welfare benefits who 
are NOT in real need found the loopholes plugged, If 
this were done, perhaps the increase announced by the 
provincial department might not be needed,

Yoga - ancient philosphy offers help for moderns 


Are you tense? Feeling 
out of shape? Do you wish 
that little black cloud over 
your head would go away? 
Perhaps you should try yoga, 
The St, Albert yoga group 
does not promise to per- 
form miracles but it may be 
able to help you if you are 
willing to give yoga a try, 
But, be warned, yoga is an 
ascetic philosophy demand- 
ing abstinence, self-disci- 
pline, exercise and medita- 
tion,’ 

The classes in yoga exe 
ercises are given by Mrs, 
Annette Hauptman every 
Monday in the gymnasium 
of St, Albert High School, 


Mrs, Heuptman has been 
practicing yoga since 1960 
and became an instructor 
last year, Eachsession lasts 
1 1/2 hours over a 12 week 
course of instruction, Mem~ 
bership and tuition fees cost 
$22. 

The average class com- 
prises eight persons, usually 
all female, between the ages 
of seven and 50, Obviously, 
men do not stand to benefit 
or they are all too shy, 
Mrs, Héuptman reports that 
her pupils have experienced 
varying degrees of success 
with the classes, Some have 
achieved exceptional benee 
fits while others have not 


fared that well, One St, Al- 
bert devotee claims that her 
back: problem has been 
greatly improved by the 
course and another took up 
yoga at the suggestion of 
her chiropractor, The pree 
sent class, now fairly ad- 
vanced, is studying concen- 
tration on light and guided 
meditation on light to the 
accompaniment of oriental 
music, 

The word yoga is derived 
from the Sanskrit language 
and it means, ‘‘unite,’’ Un- 
ion within oneself by the 
practice of physical and 
mental disciplines is the ob- 
jective of the yogi, devotees 


of yoga, 

Yoga is one of the six 
classic systems of Hindu 
philosophy, It is distingul- 
shed from the others by 
the marvels of bodily control 
and the magical powers as- 
cribed to its advanced devote 
ees, To the religious Hindu, 
the practices and observan- 
ces of yoga are neither un- 
dertaken as an end in theme 
selves, nor for display pur- 
poses, but for spiritual reas- 
ons, Liberation from the 
limitations of the body, from 
the distractions of the senses 
and from the pitfalls of 
thought achieve greater 
knowledge of Brahma, the 


supreme being or essence 
of the universe, To the non- 
religious devotee, the prac= 
tice of yoga is undertaken 
to seek perfect self-know- 
ledge instead of knowledge 
of God, Again, knowledge is 
the goal because, according 
to yoga doctrine, man is 
responsible for working out 
his own salvation, 

Whether one wishes to 
achieve knowledge of God, or 
perfect self-knowledge, it is 
necessary for the yogi to 
undertake the several steps 
of yoga training as though 
each step were a rung on 
the ladder of truth, These 
steps are: self control; re- 


AARN hears speaker on continuing education 


The learning process is 
a continuous one which asse 
umes even greater import- 
ance when today’s advances 
in all fields of technological 
progress are taken into acc- 
ount, Reading is anecessary 
duty incumbent on people in 
many fields and professions 
and when the time factor all- 
owed for reading is consid- 
ered, the problem arises as 
to what reading materials 
should take precedence 
among the profuse litera- 
ture which is available on 
any given subject, Keeping 
up to date with new know- 
ledge and outlooks is as 
important for nurses as it 
is for any other professional 
group, 

It is against this back- 
ground that the Ad Hoc Com- 
mittee on Continuing Educa- 
tion Evaluation of the Reg- 
istered Nurse for Re-regis= 
tration was established. The 


terms of reference of the 
committee were ‘‘To develop 
an approach that the AARN 
might use as future require- 
ments for members to retain 
their active membership in 
the AARN in order to ensure 
competent service to the 
public,’’ The final report 
was accepted for informa- 
tion by the Provincial Coun- 
cil of the AARN at its Octo= 
ber meeting, The report gave 
a definition of continuing 
education and covered areas 
of responsibility for this 
item among those affected: 
members of the nursing proe 
fession; employing agencies; 
educational institutions; pat- 
ients; and the association it- 
self, Several proposals were 
put forward for the implem- 
entation of continuing educa- 
tion and how it could be 
encouraged, 

Mrs, Helen Cotter, an ad- 
viser to the committee, 


spoke recently on the plans 
of the AARN for continuing 
education to the member- 
ship of the St, Albert Chap- 
ter of the AARN gathered at 
the Sturgeon General Hos- 
pital, She explained that be- 
cause of public and governe 
ment demand for improved 
health care, the association 
must measure present stan- 
dards of practice and ensure 
competent care, It is diffi- 
cult to provide educational 
programs to meet the needs 
of all nurses; from those of 
the operating room nurses 
and nursing instructors to 
those working in doctors’ 
offices and in the public 
health field. However, the 
association is able to assist 
community hospitals and 
colleges in setting up pro- 
grams requested by nurses 
in their areas, In conclus- 
ion, Mrs, Cotter said that 
the AARN is presently dev-
